the enemies of England —»ot іп dragooning their 
own fellow - countrymen, whether they be 
courageous Scottish crofters, or gallant Welsh 
tithe-resisters, or plücky Irish peasants who are 
rack-rented— we, have much pleasure in printing 
a portrait of one of the most valiant Commanders 
in our Army, at the same time offering our 
hearty sympathies to Colonel Kitchener now he 
has been зо severely wounded in an engagement 
near Souakim, the Red Sea port which has cost 


England so much in blood and treasure. Colonel | 
Kitchener will be remembered as the smart апа | 


intrepid officer who ventured far into the Soudan 
in advance of the. Wolseley, Gordon-Relief Expe- 
dition, and who ‘accomplished much with his 
dashing cavalry. He has well merited the trusts 
confided to him. Lieutenant-Colonel Horatio 
Herbert Kitehener, C.M.G., R.E., was her 
Majesty's Commissioner for the delimitation -of 
the territories of Zanzibar's Sultan ; and he has 
been Governor of Souakim from 1886.

It was in the early morning of January the 
Seventeenth that Colonel Kitchener received his 
sad wound. Before daybreak, on the Tuesday, 
a forge of ‘‘friendlies,’’ freed slaves, and 
deserters who had been enrolled in the Egyptian 


forces, numbering in all about 460 men, attacked 
Osman Digna’scamp at Handoub. The Governor- 
General, Colonel Kitchener, with the mounted 
corps, awaited the result a few miles in the rear, 
hoping to capture Osman Digna if the attack 
proved successful. The friendly force surprised 
aud captured the camp, and completely dispersed 
the enemy, and, considering them completely 
defeated, pursued them in all directions. 

During this pursuit, a large body of rebels re- 
captured the camp from the rear, and, having 
large supplies of ammunition, forced the 
** friendlies ” to retire. The mounted corps was 
obliged to cover the retreat. Оп our side Colonel 
Kitchener was wounded, his jaw being broken 
with a bullet, breathing and swallowing being 
rendered difficult; and Major M‘Murdo was 
wounded in the knee with a bullet.’ Three 
Egyptian soldiers were wounded. The “ friend- 
lies’ ” loss was supposed to include six killed and 
twenty wounded. ‘The loss on the side of the 
rebels was very heavy. Osman Digna fled on a 
camel after the first few shots had been fired. 
About 150 men, women, and children took ad- 
vantage of the attack, and came back to Souakim 
with the mounted corps. 

Colonel Kitchener left Souakim, on Jan. 19, on 
board H.M. gun- boat Starling, which sailed 
specially to take the wounded officer to Lower 
Egypt, the medical officers having recommended 
him absolute rest during the treatment of his 
wound. Colonel Shakespear acts as Governor- 
General during Colonel Kitchener's absence. 


A HANDY HANSOM AT A 
WEST-END FIRE. 


A smart London hansom-driver and а smart 
London policeman through their activity and 
presence of mind saved some lives from a fire 


|, in the manner illustrated on the morning of 


January 18. Shortly after three o'clock on the 
morning in question, a fire broke out in the Duke 
of York Tavern, Ormond-yard, York-street, 
Jermyn-street, Piccadilly, during the progress of 
which four persons were gallantly rescued. Mr. 
F. Dale, the occupant, had living in the house 
with him, besides Mrs. Dale; a niece and potman. 
About ten minutes after three. Miss Dale was 
aroused from sleep by smoke in her bed-room. 
On opening the door a dense volume of smoke 
burst into the room, almost suffocating her. She 
rushed .to Ше bed-room, of: Mr. and Mrs. 
Dale, and kicked at the door to rouse them, 
as the smoke, fumes, and fright had almost 
deprived; her of, voice. In ап instant 
the sleepers were up, and, 
dreadful position, and remembering that escape 
through the roof was impossible, they determined 
to dash down the stairs and gain, if possible, the 
door. They woke the potman, and he, too, de- 
scended with them. They darted down, the fire 
hissing and crackling beneath, while the heat 
was so great that the women were overpowered 
before reaching the next landing. Mr. Dale and 
his potman, hówever, managed to get the ladies 
to the drawing-room windows. 

There was nothing, however, at hand by which 
to rescue them from their perilous position, and 
tbey were losing. hope fast, when a passing 
hansom in the nick of time drove by, and the 
quick-witted driver at once ran his vehicle right 
up to the flames. А similarly smart “ peeler” 
climbed to the roof of the hansom, and lifted Mrs. 
Dale down. In taking off Miss Dale an accident 
occurred ; she fell and cut her face, but she was 
safely brought to the ground, though bleeding 
and faint. Ав these rescues were being effected, 
the bystanders were increasing in numbers, and 
loudly cheéred the brilliant feats of the constable. 
Just as ‘Mr. Dale and Ше potman were got off, 
the Fire Brigade arrived, with a strong force of 
steamers and men. The brigade succeeded in 
extinguishing the fire, but not before the bar (in 
which it broke out) and the first-floor rooms were 
severely damaged by fire.

| THE AMERICAN “BLIZZARD.” 


Great Britain and the North American Con- 
tinent are bound together by such strong ties of 
blocd and fraternal sympathy—we speak of the 
United States and of Canada in one breath—that 
any great calamity affects us as one community. 
The terrible snowstorm of this month in the Far 
West of America—the ''blizzard," as this de- 
plorable visitation is locally called—has proved 
even more fatal than was anticipated. Careful 
estimates of the loss of life during the recent 
“ blizzard "' show that 

235 PERSONS PERISHED. 

Sad accounts continue to come in from various 
parts of Dakota, narrating how people lost them- 
selves in the blinding snowstorm near their own 


‘doors, and, wandering off the proper track, 


perished at last some miles away from their 
homes. 
AN ILLUSTRATION, 

however faithful it is, can but suggest the fearful 
nature of the numerous deaths in the snow. The 
instant fall of fine snow must have resembled, 
though on an immeasurably larger scale, the 
great snow-storm that whitened England in the 
early part of 1881. We are told that in the Far 
West, a country familiar to ‘‘ Buffalo Bill," 
almost in a single hour a cloudless sky was 
replaced by snow as fine as flour, driven by a 
roaring wind: at a frightful velocity. Children 
perished when coming from school. Farmers 
returning from the fields died before reaching 
their houses. © One woman who stepped from her 
door to look for her husband died at the 
threshold.: ‘The majority of those who lost 
their lives were suffocated rather than frozen, it 
being impossible to breathe against the blizzard. 
A female teacher started home with a little girl, 
and both perished. When found the teacher 
was, crouched in a little hollow in the ground, 
with her arms about the little girl and her dress 
and skirt wrapped about her.. Her own bonnet 
was off her head, and her hand clutched her 
dress at the throat, but there was a smile on her 
Two children, a boy and a girl, were lost 
going home from school. Twenty-five men at 
once started in search of them, and the mother 
could not be kept from going too. They found 
the children lying close together. The boy had 
his sister’s hands between his own. They were 
frozen to death. Two other teachers left the 
children іп the school-houses in order to seek 
assistance at the nearest farm-house, but they were 
frozen to death on their way., The children were 
frozen іп the. school-houses. Another teacher 
walked all night in the snow, but was terribly 
frozen, and died soon after reaching shelter in 
the morning. One woman was found frozen to 
death within 40 feet of her own door. Becoming 
uneasy about her absent husband, she started in 
search of him, lost her way, and died. Thousands 
of cattle perished in their stalls, and many of the 
owners died in trying to save them. People ure 
suffering for want of food and fuel, not daring to 
go and seek them. An old Englishman who was 


lost in the ''blizzard " buried himself in the 
snow, and escaped with a few touches of frost. 
The extreme coldness is shown by the fact that 
the Colorado river in Texas is frozen over for the 
first time since the settlement of the country, Ше

massive structures, terraced slopes, long rows of 
arches, ponderous pyramids, and battlemented walls. 

From the land I turned to the sea. I saw before 
me an expanse of water intensely blue—an extent 
so vast that never before in all my ocean voyages 
had anything appeared at all comparable with it. 
Out at sea, wherever I had been, the water had 
always limited the view; the horizon had never 
seemed far away ; ships soon sank below it, and the 
visible surface of the earth was thus always con- 
tracted ; but here, to my bewilderment, the horizon 
appeared to be removed to an immeasurable distance, 
and raised high in the air, while the waters were 
prolonged endlessly. Starting from where I was, 
they went away to inconceivable distances, and the 
view before me seemed like a watery declivity reach- 
ing for a thousand miles, tillit approached the horizon 
far up in the sky. Nor was it any delusion of the 
senses that caused this unparalleled spectacle. 1 
was familiar with the phenomena of the mirage, and 
knew well that there was nothing of that kind here; 
for the mirage always shows great surfaces of still- 
ness, or à regular vibration—glassy tides and in- 
distinct distances; but here everything was sharply 
defined in the clear atmosphere: the sky overhung 
& deep blue vault; the waves dunced and sparkled 
in the sun; the waters rolled and foamed on every 
side; and the fresh breeze, as it blew over the ocean, 
brought with it such exhilaratiug influences that it 
acted upon me like some reviving cordial. 

From the works of Nature I turned to those of 
man. These were visible everywhere: on the land, 
in cities and cultivated fields, and mighty construc- 
tions; on the sea, in floating craft, which appeared 
wherever I turued my eyes—boats like those of 
fishermen, ships long and low, some like galleys, 
propelled by а hundred oars, others provided with 
one huge, square sail, which euabled them to run 
before the wind. They were unlike any ships which 
I had ever seen; for neither in the Mediterranean 
nor in Chinese waters were thereany craft like these, 
and they reminded me ratherof those ancient galleys 
which I had seen in pictures. 

I was lost in wonder as to where I was, and what 
land this could be to which I had been brought. 
I had not plunged into the interior of the earth 
but I had been carried under the mountains, and ha 
emerged again into the glad light of the sun. Could 
it be possible, I thought, that Agnew’s hope had 
been realised, and that I had been carried into the 
warm regions of the South Pacific Ocean? Yet in 
the South Pacific there could be no place like this— 
no immeasurable expanse of waters, no horizon 
raised mountain high. It seemed like a vast basin- 
shaped world, for all around me the surface appeared 
to rise, and I was in what looked like а depression ; 
yet I knew that the basin and the depression were an 
illusion, and that this appearance was due to the 
immense extent of level surface with the environment 
of lofty mountains. I had crossed the Antarctic Circle ; 
I had been borne onward for an immense distance. 
Over all the known surface of the earth no one had 
ever seen anything like this; there were but two 
places where such an immeasurable plain wre дог 
sible, and those were at the flattened poles. ere 
I was I now knew well. I had reached the Antarctic 
Pole. Here the earth was flat—an immense level 
with no roundness to lessen the reach of the horizon. 
but an almost even su:face, that gave an unimped 
view for hundreds of miles. 

‘The subterranean channel had rushed through the 
mountains, and had carried me here. Here came all 
the waters of the Northern Ocean pouring into this vast 
polar sea, perhaps to issue forth from it by some 
similar passage. Here, then, was the South Pole—a 
world by itself; and how different from that terrible, 
that iron land on the other side of the mountains !— 
not a world of ice and frost, but ove of beauty and 
light, with a climate that was almost tropical in its 
warmth, and lands that were covered with the rank 
luxuriance of a teeming vegetable life. I had passed 
from that outer world to this inner one, and the 


passage was from death unto life, from agony and 


despair to sunlight and splendour and joy. Above 
all, in all around me that which most impressed me 
now was the rich and superabundant life, and а 
warmth of air which made me think of India. 1% 
was an amazing and an unaccountable thing, and 
could only attribute it to the flattening of the pols 
which brought the surface nearer to the supp 
central fires of the earth, and therefore created % 
heat as great as that of the equatorial regions. Here 
I found a tropical climate—a land warmed not by the 
sun but from the earth itself. Or another cause 
might be found in the warm ocean currents. What- 
ever the true one might be, І was utterly unable 
to form a conjecture. 

But І had по time for such speculations as these. 
Afterthe first emotions of wonder and admiration 
had somewhat subsided, I began to experience other 
sensations. I began to remember that I had eaten 
nothing for a length of time that I had no means of 
calculating, and to look around to see if there was 
any way of satisfying my hunger. The question 
arose now, what was to be done? After my recent 
terrible experience I naturally shrank from again 
committing myself to the tender mercies of strange
